AND    CODE    OF    LAWS. 


PREAMBLE. 


We,  whose  names  are  annexed,  desirous  of  forming  an  association  to 
enable  us  more  effectually  to  protect  ourselves  and  others  from  the  evils  of 
intemperance,  afford  mutual  assistance,  and  elevate  our  characters,  do  pledge 
ourselves  to  be  governed  by  the  following  Constitution,  Code  of  Laws  and 
By-Laws. 


CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE  I. 


This  Association  shall  be  known  as Division,  No Sons  of 

Temperance,  of 

ARTICLE  II. 


No  member  shall  make,  buy,  sell  or  use,  as  a  beverage,  any  spirituous  or 
malt  liquors,  wine  or  cider. 


ARTICLE  III. 

KBMBBR8HIP. 

Persons  fourteen  years  of  age  and  upwards,  and  who  have  not  been  rejected 
by,  or  expelled  from,  any  other  Division  within  six  months  shall  be  eligible 
to  membership. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICERS. 

r.   1.     The   officers    shall    consist   of    a   Worthy   Patriarch,    Worthy 
Aetoeiafte,  Recording  Scribe,  Assistant  Recording  Scribe,  Financial  Scribe, 
aanrer,  Chaplain,  Conductor,  Assistant  Conductor,  Inside  Sentinel,  Out- 
side Sentinel,  and  Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work,  all  of  whom  shall 
iected  by  ballot  every  three  months,  viz.  :  at  the  last  regular  meetings  in 
tember,    December,    March   and    June;    and    installed   the   first   regular 
ing  in  October,  January,  April  and  July. 
i.  2.     No  member  shall  be  eligible  to  the  offices  of  Worthy  Patriarch 
or  Treasurer  who  is  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  except  by  dispensation 
from  the  Grand  Division;   provided  that  no  person  elevated  to  the  office  of 
rthj  Patriarch,   by  such  dispensation,  shall  be  elected  a  representative  to 
id  Division  until  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

Each  officer  shall  perform  the  duties  laid  down  in  the  obligation 
and  charge  at  installation,  and  such  other  duties  as  the  Grand  or  Subordinate 
Divisions  may  require. 

ARTICLE  V. 

FINANCE8. 

i .  1.  The  minimum  amount  to  be  paid  for  initiation  fees,  and  dues  or 
:s.  may  be  regulated  by  each  Grand  Division. 

i.  2.  The  question  of  payment  of  weekly  benefits  in  cases  of  sickness, 
or  funeral  benefits  and  the  amount  to  be  paid,  shall  be  regulated  by  each 
Division. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OFFENCES. 

member  offending  against  the  Constitution,  Code  or  By-Laws,  or  who 
•hail  be  convicted  of  crime  by  a  judicial  tribunal,  or  be  guilty  of  any  conduct 
unbecoming  a  Son  of  Temperance,  shall  be  fined,  reprimanded,  suspended  or 
id,  as  the  law  may  prescribe,  and  the  nature  of  the  case  require. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

CAKI)^,    PASSWORDS  AND  CEREMONIES. 

kttwordl  and  Ceremonies  prescribed  and  established  by  the 
»nal  Division,  shall  be  the  only  ones  recognized  or  used  by  the  Subordi- 
Diriaion. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

RESIGNATIONS  AND  WITHDRAWALS. 

Members  can  dissolve  their  connection  with  the  Division  or  the  Order, 
only  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

TERMS. 

Regular  quarterly  terms  shall  commence  on  the  first  of  October,  January, 
April  and  July.  Members  holding  office  at  the  close  of  the  term  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  full  honors  of  the  term. 


ARTICLE  X. 

PROTESTS  AND  APPEALS. 

Every  member  shall  have  the  right  to  respectfully  protest  against  the 
action  of  the  Division,  or  appeal  from  its  decision  to  the  Grand  Division,  and 
through  the  Grand  Division  to  the  National  Division.  All  decisions  of  the 
Subordinate  Divisions  shall,  however,  be  and  remain  in  force,  until  reversed 
by  the  Grand  or  National  Division.  No  appeal  shall  be  taken  after  one  year 
from  the  date  of  the  action  appealed  from. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

SURRENDER  OF  CHARTER. 

A  proposition  to  surrender  the  Charter  of  a  Division  shall  lie  on  the  table 
at  least  four  weeks,  the  members  being  duly  notified,  and  the  Charter  shall 
not  be  surrendered  as  long  as  seven  members  will  sustain  the  Division,  hold- 
ing at  least  monthly  meetings,  and  electing  and  installing  quarterly  a  Worthy 
Patriarch,  Recording  Scribe,  Financial  Scribe,  Treasurer  and  Conductor. 

No  Division  shall  have  a  legal  existence  unless  it  holds  at  least  monthly 
meetings  and  elects  and  installs  quarterly  the  above-named  officers. 


ARTICLE  XII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  and  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
National  Division,  in  regular  annual  session;  but  By-Laws  which  do  not 
conflict  with  the  Constitution  and  the  Code,  or  the  established  Rules  and 
usages  of  the  Order,  may  be  enacted  by  each  Subordinate  Division.

CHAPTER  II. 

PLl  D 

i.  1.  The  manufacture,  sale  and  use  of  cider  and  wine,  fermented  or 
unfermented,  or  of  any  kind  of  spirituous  or  malt  liquors,  or  of  any  kind  of 
intoxicating  drinks,  as  a  beverage,  whether  enumerated  in  the  pledge  or 
not,  is  a  violation  of  the  same,  and  the  simple  fact  of  the  manufacture,  sale 
or  use  of  such  drinks,  by  a  member,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  against 
such  member  on  a  trial  for  violation  of  the  pledge,  so  as  to  devolve  on  the 
accused,  the  necessity  of  proving  that  they  were  not  manufactured,  sold  or 
used  as  a  beverage. 

Si.-r.  2.     A  physician's    certificate  or   prescription    shall   not    necessarily 

relieve  a  member  from  a  charge  for  violation  of  the  pledge,  as  the  internal

wantonness  or  collusion  which  may  appear  in  relation  to  the  matter. 

r.  3.  Any  person  who  makes,  buys  or  sells  any  of  the  liquors  pro- 
hibited by  this  pledge  to  be  used  as  a  beverage,  for  the  accommodation  of  a 
friend  or  customer,  although  he  may  not  design  ts  make  any  profit  thereon, 
or  any  member  acting  as  a  salesman  in  such  liquors,  as  a  beverage,  or  any 
member  buying  or  selling  such  liquors  as  a  beverage  in  any  manner,  or 
letting  buildings  for  making,  buying  or  selling  such  liquors  as  a  beverage, 
except  an  agent  or  officer  of  the  law,  acting  officially,  or  an  auctioneer 
required  to  sell  by  the  terms  of  the  license,  violates  the  pledge. 

i .  4.     In  a  trial  for  violation  of  the  pledge,  or  any  other  offence,  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  notify  the  accused  of  the  time  and  place  of

CHAPTER  III. 

m  IMBBBS. 

i     ].     The  Constitution  provides  the  terms   of   eligibility  to  member- 
.,  and  no  lhall  have  the  right  to  enlarge  or  prescribe  those  terms, 

paying  benefits  may  require  a  health  qualification. 


Sect.  2.  The  name  of  a  candidate  for  admission  must  be  proposed  by  a 
member,  in  writing,  stating  age,  residence  and  business,  which  must  be 
entered  on  the  record,  and  the  subject  referred  to  three  members  for  investi- 
gation, who  shall  report  in  writing  at  the  same  or  the  next  succeeding  regular 
meeting  unless  granted  further  time  by  the  Division,  when  the  candidate  shall 
be  balloted  for  with  ball  ballots,  and  if  a  majority  of  white  balls  and  not 
more  than  four  black  balls  appear,  shall  be  declared  elected;  but  if  five  or 
more  black  balls  appear,  shall  be  rejected  and  so  declared.  In  cases  where 
there  is  not  a  majority  of  white  balls  and  less  than  five  black  ballots,  the 
Division,  on  motion,  may  proceed  to  another  ballot.  A  ballot  for  a  candidate 
who  has  been  rejected  may  be  reconsidered  so  that  the  proposition  may  be 
withdrawn. 

Sect.  3.  A  proposition  for  membership,  shall  not  be  withdrawn,  after  it 
has  been  referred  to  a  committee  for  investigation,  without  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  present. 

Sect.  -i.  The  name  of  a  person  constitutionally  rejected,  suspended  or 
expelled  shall  not  be  published  in  any  other  manner  than  the  usual  notices  to 
Divisions. 

Sect.  5.  The  character  of  a  Candidate  for  membership  may  be  discussed 
in  a  Division  anytime  after  the  report  of  a  Committee  of  Investigation,  and 
previous  to  the  ballot  being  taken;  but  the  ballot  is  a  secret  vote,  and  it  is 
improper  to  call  on  any  member  for  the  reasons  of  his  vote.  The  name  to 
be  balloted  for  should  always  be  read  openly  to  the  Division. 

Sect.  6.  Any  action  of  a  Division  in  reference  to  an  individual  proposed 
for  membership  therein  without  their  consent,  is  invalid  and  void ;  but  any 
person  having  been  proposed  after  giving  such  consent,  cannot,  previous  to 
election  or  rejection,  be  proposed  in  any  other  Division. 

Sect.  7.  The  name  of  any  person  applying  for  membership  by  deposit  of 
card,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  proposition,  investigation  and  ballot  as  a 
new  applicant. 

Sect.  8.  On  the  admission  of  any  member  to  the  Division  by  card,  the 
Recording  Scribe  shall  immediately  notify  the  Division  granting  the  Card  of 
the  fact. 

Sect.  9.  A  suspended  member  is  under  the  control  and  jurisdiction  of 
the  Subordinate  Division,  and  subject  to  their  judgment  during  such 
suspension. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

OFFICERS  AND  HONORS. 

Sect.  1.  If  a  Division  fails  to  elect  or  install  its  officers  at  the  time 
prescribed  in  Article  IV,  Section  1,  of  the  Constitution,  such  election  or 
installation  may  be  had  subsequently,  by  leave  of  the  Grand  Worthy 
Patriarch  or  the  Deputy  Grand  Worthy  Patriarch. 

Sect.  2.  If  a  Division  has  no  member  willing  to  accept  the  office  of 
Worthy  Patriarch,  it  shall  be  taken  charge  of  by  the  Grand  Worthy 
Patriarch  or  Deputy  Grand  Worthy  Patriarch,  who  shall  preside  over  the 
game.

A   member  joining  the  Division  by  card  carries  with  it,  and  is 
entitle  1  to,  all  unforfeited  honors. 

SbcTi  7.     A   member  losing   connection  with   the    Order   by    suspension, 
alsion,  or  voluntary  resignation,  cannot  claim  any  honors   when  again 
joining  the  Order,  and  any  member  acknowledging,  or  convicted  of,  the  viola- 
f  the  pledge,  shall  forfeit  all  honors  previously  earned. 


CHAPTER   V. 

FINANCES. 

i.  1.     The  initiation  fees,  quarterly  dues,  assessments  of  fines  of  any 
member,  may  he  remitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Division. 

i.  2.     When  a  member  is  six  months  in  arrears  for  dues,    and    the 

il  Scribe,  having  duly  notified  the  delinquent,  and  such  arrears  are 

not  paid  for  one  month  thereafter,  the  Division  may  without  charge  or  trial 

suspend,  or  may  after  charge  and  trial,  expel  such  member.    When  a  member 

ponded  for  more  than  six  months  the  name  shall  be  erased  from 

roll.     Such  person  may  be  admitted  as  a  new  member. 

rpon  reinstatement  of  a  member  who  has  been  suspended  for 

payment  of  dues,  by  their  payment  the  Financial   Scribe  shall,  in  open 

riaion,  call  the  attention  of  the  Worthy  Patriarch  to  the  matter,  and  the 

Worthy  Patriarch  shall  direct  the  Recording  Scribe  to  note  the  facts  upon  the 

minutes.    All  Subordinate  Divisions  that  have  been  notified  of  the  suspension 

shall  he  notified  of  the  reinstatement. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

OFFENCES.

[f  i  member  acknowledges  a  violation  of  the  pledge  of  the 

the    Worthy    Patriarch    shall    declare    forfeited  all    honors   previously 

h  member,  and  then  proceed  immediately  to  call  for  a  ballot  on 

the  qneatioil  of  ei  pulsion  j  if  a  majority  ballot  in  favor,  the  Worthy  Patriarch 

shall  declare  the  member  expelled,  and   order  the   Financial  Scribe  to  erase 

the  name  from  the  books.       If  a  majority  do  not  ballot  in  favor  of  expulsion 
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the  membership  of  the  offender  shall  be  retained,  and  no  further  action  shall 
be  taken,  except  that  the  offender  shall  be  reobligated :  provided  that,  in  case 
of  failure  to  reappear  for  reobligation  within  thirty  days  after  notification, 
the  vote  may  be  rescinded,  and  the  ballot  again  taken  on  the  question  of 
expulsion.  And  should  a  member  retained  on  such  second  ballot  fail  to 
appear  for  reobligation  within  thirty  days  after  such  ballot,  the  Worthy 
Patriarch  shall  declare  the  member  expelled. 

Sect.  3.  Any  member  who  has  good  reason  to  believe  that  a  member  has 
violated  the  pledge,  proved  false  to  any  of  the  obligations  of  a  Son  of 
Temperance,  or  been  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  a  member  of  the  Order, 
shall  prefer  a  charge  in  writing,  stating  the  nature  of  the  offence  and  circum- 
stances, as  near  as  may  be,  of  its  commission. 

Sect.  4.  When  such  charge  has  been  preferred  the  Worthy  Patriarch 
shall  appoint  a  committee  of  five  members,  who  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable 
summon  the  accused  and  witnesses,  pro  and  con,  and  investigate  the  matter. 

Sect  5.  The  committee  shall  organize  by  appointing  a  chairman  and 
secretary,  and  they  may  receive  the  testimony  of  those  who  are  not  members. 
The  secretary  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  proceedings,  with  such  testi- 
mony as  may  be  presented,  which  record  shall  be  produced  to  the  Division, 
at  the  call  of  any  member  after  the  committee  have  reported. 

Sect.  6.  The  Committee  shall  report  the  charge  "  sustained"  or  "  not  sus- 
tained," as  is  warranted  by  the  evidence  before  them. 

Sect.  7.  If  the  committee  report  the  charge  "  not  sustained,"  and  the 
Division  adopt  the  report,  all  further  proceedings  shall  be  stayed,  but  if  the 
Division  does  not  adopt  the  report,  the  matter  shall  proceed  as  if  the  com- 
mittee had  reported  the  charge  "sustained."  If  they  report  the  charge 
M  sustained"  or  if  there  be  a  majority  and  a  minority  report,  the  subject  shall 
be  laid  upon  the  table  until  the  next  meeting,  and  the  accused  notified  to  be 
present. 

Sect.  8.  Upon  a  final  hearing  of  the  case  by  the  Division  a  ballot  shall  be 
had,  when,  if  a  majority  vote  against  sustaining  the  charge,  the  case  shall  be 
dismissed;  if  a  majority  vote  in  favor  of  sustaining  the  charge  the  penalty 
shall  be  fixed  by  a  vote  of  the  Division  unless  the  law  prescribes  the  penalty, 
in  which  case  it  shall  be  enforced  by  order  of  the  Worthy  Patriarch. 

Sect.  9.  If  the  accused  is  found  guilty  of  violating  the  pledge  the  Worthy 
Patriarch,  after  declaring  forfeited  all  honors  previously  earned  by  such 
member,  shall  proceed  to  ballot  as  in  Section  2nd  of  this  Chapter. 

Sect.  10.  In  case  of  expulsion  the  vote  shall  always  be  taken  by  ballot, 
and  in  no  case  shall  a  member  be  present  when  a  vote  or  ballot  is  taken  oil 
his  case,  under  this  Chapter,  either  by  the  Committee  or  the  Division. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

CARDS,  PASS-WORDS  AND  CEREMONIES. 

Sect.  1.  Before  a  member  shall  be  entitled  to  a  travelling  card  all  duel 
must  be  paid  in  advance  for  the  full  time  such  card  is  desired,  and  the  fee  for 
the  card. 
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A  member  with  a  travelling  card  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  on  his 
ag  the  travelling  password  which  was  in  use  at  the  time  of  its  issue. 

A  withdrawal  card  must  be  applied  for  in  open  Division,  per- 
sonally or  in  writing.  The  application  shall  lie  upon  the  table  one  week, 
when.

Worthy  Patriarch  shall  direct  the  card  to  be  issued,  and  his  membership  shall

hold  a  regular  meeting  for  four  consecutive  weeks,  a  member  entitled   under 
thU  lection  to  I  card  shall  have   the   same  granted  by  the  Worthy  Patriarch 
I  the  Recording  Scribe  upon  a  Certificate  of  the  Financial  Scribe  that  such 
member  is  clear  upon  the  books.      The  Division  shall,  however,  have  juris- 
diction over  the  conduct  of  a  member  to  whom  the  card  is  granted  until  the 
red  by  another  Division,  and  for  sufficient  cause  may  revoke  the 
lame. 

.4.  If  a  Subordinate  Division  surrenders  or  forfeits  its  Charter  or  is 
suspended,  the  Grand  Division  having  jurisdiction  shall  have  the  right  to 
grant  a  Clearance  Card  to  each  of  the  members  of  said  Division  making 
written  application  for  the  same  who  may  be  deemed  wTorthy  by  said  Grand 
Division:  and  said  card  shall  be  of  the  same  value  and  liable  to  the  same 
jurisdiction  as  a  Withdrawal  Card. 

If  a  member  in  possession  of  a  Clearance  Card  shall  be  guilty 
of  an  offence,  a  charge  shall  be  made  to  the  Grand  Worthy  Patriarch,  or 
deputy,  who  shall  transfer  the  same  to  a  Subordinate  Division  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  accused,  for  trial  in  the  usual  form;  and  in  case  of  a  conviction  the 
Grand  Division  granting  such  card  shall  be  notified  of  the  action. 

i  .  •>.     A  member  who  has  taken  a  Withdrawal  or  Clearance  Card  is  not 
entitled  to  the  password  nor  can  he  claim  the  right  to  enter  a  Division. 

iting  members  not  being  able  to  give  the  quarterly  password, 
may  he  admitted  if  vouched  for  as  prescribed  in  the  B.  B. ;  but  a  Division 
shall  have  the  right  to  refuse  admission  to  visiting  members  who  can  work 
their  way.  upon  being  satisfied  that  they  have  lost  their  membership  or  been 
irregularly  admitted,  or  have  previously  deported  themselves  improperly  in 
the  Division. 

The  password  may  be  withheld  from  a  member  against  whom  a 
char,  en  preferred. 

A  Worthy  Patriarch  may  communicate  the  Quarterly  or  Travel- 
ling Password  to  a  travelling  member  when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Worthy 
ie  Division,  in  writing,  under  the  seal  of  the  Division.

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CHAPTER  VIII. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

Sect.  1.  A  member  may  dissolve  connection  with  the  Order  by  paying 
all  demands  on  the  books  of  the  Division,  and  tendering  a  written  resigna- 
tion ;  such  resignation  shall  lie  upon  the  table  one  week,  when  if  not  with- 
drawn, the  request  shall  be  granted,  unless  there  be  a  charge  preferred 
against  such  member  or  notice  given  that  such  will  be  done  at  that  or  the 
following  meeting. 

Sect.  2.  A  member  who  has  resigned  may  be  restored  to  membership  in 
the  Division  from  which  he  resigned  by  the  usual  ballot,  without  initiation, 
within  three  months,  by  again  signing  the  Constitution,  and  paying  the 
initiation  fee. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

CHARTERS. 

Sect.  1.  If  applicants  for  a  Charter  fail  to  present  themselves  for  initiation 
within  three  months  after  the  organization  of  the  Division,  their  names  shall 
be  erased  from  the  Charter  and  the  first  names  signed  to  the  Constitution 
after  the  charter  members  shall  be  inserted  in  place  thereof,  in  case  the  con- 
stitutional number  is  deficient. 

Sect.  2.  The  name  of  a  regularly  admitted  member  shall  in  no  event  be 
erased  from  the  Charter. 

Sect.  3.  At  the  opening  of  a  new  Division  the  officiating  officer  shall  be 
authorized  to  add  to  the  number  of  the  charter  members,  at  the  request  of  the 
applicants,  returning  the  names  so  added  in  his  report. 

CHAPTER  X.

— The  W.  P.  shall  take  the  chair  precisely  at  the  time  appointed  for 
the  meeting  of  the  Division,  and  shall  call  the  members  to  order;  and  on  the 
appearance  of  a  quorum  shall  proceed  to  business  in  the  order  specified  on 
the  preceding  page. 

ARTICLE    II.

§EC#  3. — Xhe  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members.  It  shall 
be  their  duty  to  superintend  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Division;  to  inspect 
and  audit,  at  the  close  of  each  quarter,  the  accounts  of  the  F.  S.  and  T.,  and 
at  all  times  those  of  officers  and  committees  charged  with  the  receipt  or  ex- 
penditure of  the  moneys  of  the  Division ;  and  all  bills  presented  to  the  Division 
shall  be  subject  to  their  approval  previous  to  being  paid,  except  the  per  capita 
tax  due  the  Grand  Division,  which  shall  be  paid  before  installation,  to  the 
Deputy,  without  action  by  the  committee.

No  donations  shall  be  made  from  the  funds  of  the  Division,  nor  shall 
money  be  appropriated  or  used  for  other  purposes  than  defraying  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  the  Division,  except  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  all  members 
voting,  the  motion  having  been  made  one  week  previous  to  action  on  the 
same.

No  part  of  these  By-laws  shall  be  repealed  or  altered,  unless  a  proposition 
to  that  effect,  in  writing,  be  presented  to  the  Division  at  least  two  weeks  pre- 
vious to  action  thereon,  when,  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote  in 
favor  of  the  same,  it  shall  be  adopted;  provided,  however,  it  shall  be  in  the 
power  of  the  Division  to  suspend  any  article  of  the  By-laws  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present,  excepting  this  article ;  but  such  suspension  shall 
in  no  case  go  beyond  the  meeting  of  the  Division  at  which  it  is  suspended. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


DUTIES    AND    PRIVILEGES    OF    THE    WORTHY    PATRIARCH. 

It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Worthy  Patriarch  to  preserve  order,  and  to 
conduct  all  business  before  the  Division  in  a  prompt  and  impartial  manner. 

II.  The  Worthy  Patriarch  shall  state  every  question  properly  presented 
to  the  Division,    and  before  putting  it  to  vote  shall  ask,   "  Is  the  Division 

for  the  question?"  Should  no  member  offer  to  speak  he  shall  rise  to 
put  the  question,  and  after  he  has  risen  no  member  shall  be  permitted  to 
speak  on  it. 

III.  Tht*  Worthy  Patriarch  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to 
Other   members  of  the  Division,  rising  from   his   seat  for   that  purpose;  he 

nnonnce  all  votes  and  decisions,  and  decide  questions  of  order,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  Division  by  any  two  members,  which  appeal,  if  required, 
shall  he  in  writing. 

IV.  When  an  appeal  IS  taken  from  the  decision  of  the  Worthy  Patri- 
arch, he  shall  put  the  question  thus  :  "Shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair  be 
sustained?"

VI.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time,  the 
Worthy  Patriarch  shall  decide  which  is  entitled  to  the  floor.

VII.  A  motion  must  be  seconded  and  repeated  from  the  Chair  before 
any  action  can  be  taken  on  it ;  and,  if  required  by  any  member,  it  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing. 

VIII.  A  motion  may  be  withdrawn  by -the  mover  and  seconder  before 
amendment,  postponement,  or  order  to  lie  on  the  table,  or  decision ;  and,  if 
withdrawn,  the  proceedings  had  thereon  shall  not  appear  on  the  minutes. 

IX.  The  name  of  a  member  making  the  motion  shall  be  entered  on  the 
minutes. 

X.  On  a  motion  to  "strike  out  and  insert,"  the  part  to  be  amended  shall 
first  be  read  as  it  stands,  then  the  words  proposed  to  be  struck  out  and  those 
to  be  inserted,  and  finally  the  paragraph  as  it  would  stand  if  so  amended. 

XI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question  which  contains 
propositions  so  distinct  that  one  being  taken  away  the  rest  may  stand  entire, 
for  the  decision  of  the  Division. 

DEBATE. 

XII.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak,  he  shall  rise  and  respectfully 
address  the  Worthy  Patriarch,  confining  his  remarks  to  the  question  before 
the  Division,  avoiding  personality  or  unbecoming  language. 

XIII.  No  member  while  speaking  shall  be  interrupted  except  by  a  call  to 
order. 

XIV.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  except  for  explanation 
when  misrepresented,  without  a  vote  of  the  Division,  which  shall  be  taken 
without  debate. 

XV.  No  member  in  debate  shall  impeach  the  motives  of  a  fellow-member, 
treat  him  with  personal  disrespect,  or  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair  while 
he  is  speaking. 

XVI.  Any  conversation  calculated  to  disturb  a  member  while  speaking, 
or  hinder  the  transaction  of  business,  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  order, 
and  if  persisted  in,  shall  incur  censure. 

XVII.  On  questions  of  order  there  shall  be  no  debate  unless,  entertain- 
ing doubts  on  the  subject,  the  Worthy  Patriarch  invites  it,  or  unless  an  ap- 
peal is  taken  from  his  decision,  when  no  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once,  unless  by  leave  of  the  Division,  which  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

XVIII.  When  a  member  is  called  to  order  he  shall  immediately  take  his 
seat  until  the  point  of  order  is  decided;  if  there  be  no  appeal  the  decision  of 
the  Worthy  Patriarch  shall  be  submitted  to,  and  if  the  case  require  it,  the 
member  so  called  to  order  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  Division. 

XIX.  When  a  member  is  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the  objection- 
able words  shall,  if  required,  be  reduced  to  writing.

XXX.  When  a  majority  report  is  followed  by  a  report  from  the  minority 
of  a  committee,  the  former,  after  being  read,  shall  lie  upon  the  table  until 
the  latter  is   presented,  after  which,  upon  motion,  either  may  be  considered. 

XXXI.  When  a  report  has  been  read  it  shall  be  considered  as  properly 
before  the  Division  without  a  motion  to  accept. 

XXXII.  When  a  report  to  which  a  resolution  is  attached  is  submitted, 
action  shall  only  be  taken  on  the  resolution,  unless  the  report  be  considered 
improper  or  incomplete,  in  which  case  it  may  be  recommitted. 

XXXIII.  No  report  or  resolution  properly  before  (he  Division  shall  be 
withdrawn  without  its  permission,  to  be  given  without  debate. 

XXXIV.  When  no  resolution  is  submitted  with  a  report,  it  shall  be  com- 
petent for  the  Division  to  alter  or  amend  it.

A  motion  to  excuse  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.
